MATTER IN SOILS 
Although by far the greatest frac- 
tion of an ordinary mineral soil is de- 
tived from the weathering of rocks, 
decomposed rock fragments alone do 
not Constitute a soil, states J. H. At- 
kingon, Division of Chemistry, Do- 


matter may become a soil and grow 

Most of the soil organic matier is 
derived from growing plants, but 
some of it also comes from decompos- 
ing animal remains. In the decomp- 
osition of these materials compiex 
chemical reactions take place which 
| not only give simple compounds such 
as ammonia and carbon: dioxide but 
also bring about the accumulation of 
a complex material commonly known 
as humus. 


Soils containing less than 3 per 
cent. of organic matter are consid- 
ered to be low in that constituent; 
those containing around 10 per cent 
are very well supplied. The so-calicd 
organic soils, mucks and peats. have 
very much higher quantities .of or- 
ganic matter, varying from 20 per 
cent to 80 per cent or more. 

It has been observed that soils wei! 
supplied with organio matter are 
more fertile than those of low orgar- 
ic matter content. This constituent 
has’‘a number of very important funr- 
tions in the soil. One of these is as 
a storehouse for certain plant nutri- 
ents, particularly nitrogen. The de- 
composition of soil organic matter is 
brought about through the activities 
of millions of bacteria. These. bac- 
teria derive their energy from ‘ae 
humus, and in the process break it 
down into simple substances, releas- 
‘ing nitrogen, sulphur, etc., in fofms 
in which plants can use them as food. 
Any cnitural practice which will en- 
courage the growth of bacteria in the 
soil without at the same time causing 
extreme loss of nutrients, will result 
indirectly in improved plant growth 
because of the more rapid decomposi- 
tion of the plant residues and humus 
wiiich will take place. 


Organic matter is commonly added 
to cultivated soil either in the fourm 
of manure, or by the ploughing under 
of a growing crop, a process which is 
known as green manuring. The lat- 
ter practice not only returns to the 
soil the filitrients taken up by the 
growing crop but also enriches the 
soil with humus-forming material. 1f 
the crop being ploughed under is a 
legume, it is also possible that con- 
siderable nitrogen which has been ob- 
tained from the air by the legume is 
added to the available nitrogen sup- 
ply of the soil. The application of 
barnyard manure also adds orgaric 
matter to the soil and consideraLie 
plant food; especially ‘nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potash. and in addition, 
it increases the active bacterial povu- 
lation of the soil, the benefits of 
which have been pointed out above. 

Organic matter in soils also im- 
proves their physical condition. On 
clay. soils it has a loosening effect, 
giving better drainage and aeration. 
On sandy soils, it tends to bind the 
particles together due to its greater 
cohesive power than that of sand. It 
also increases the water-holding cap- 
acity of the soil, a factor that is im- 
portant in districts of low rainfall. 
In general, it improves tilth and thus 
facilitates drainage, root extension 
and bacterial activity. 

The effect of organic matter on the 
physical condition of the soil is so 
marked that it is claimed that the 
presence of 15 per cent. to 20 per 
eent of organic matter almost com- 
pletely removes the distinctions be- 
tween sands, loams and clays, —

On good pasture cows giving from 
80 to 35 pounds of milk daily need 
very little grain. However, cows giv- 
ing over this amount require one 
pound of meal for each three pounds 
of milk produced above it. As young 
growing grass is high in protein, a. 
meal mixture composed of home- 
grown grains such as oats and barley 
is satisfactory. With more mature 
grasses, however, it is advisable to 
add a smali.amount of linseed oil 
meal or ground soybeans to the home 
grown grains in order to properly 
balance the ration. In addition, suf- 
ficient water, a supply of salt and a 
mineral mixture should be supplied, 
taking care that the cows have shade 
and protection from flies.

Finance. 

Drastic taxation induced by the 
swifter timing of Canada’s war plans 
and program is imposed under the 
budget requirements detailed by Hon. 
J. L. Ralston, Minister of Finance, 
this week, This taxation has been 
drafted with three special secondary 
purposes in mind, these converging 
in the general objective of paying as 
much for the requirements of war as 
the country can afford out of income, 
and borrowing as little as possible. 


To accomplish the first of these 
special objectives, that is to prevent 
the unnecessary importation of lux- 
ury goods, this with a view to con- 
serving foreign exchange as well as 
raising revenue, import taxes are 
imposed. These are firstly, a general 
tax of 10 per cent. on all imports 
from non-EKmpire countries. This 
War Exchange Tax, as it is called, is 
fixed on the value for duty. Second- 
ly, a traduated tax on automobiles 
rising from 10 per cent. on those of

ufacturer’s price value in excess of 
$1,200. , 

Large increases are announced in 
the rates of income tax. In additica 
a spécial levy known as The National 
Defence Tax of two per cent. on al 
incomes in excess of $600 per annum 
and of 3 per cent. on incomes of 
single persons in excess of $1,200, and 
2 per cent. on all incomes of married 
persons in excess of $1,200 was im- 
posed. These taxes om income will 
not only provide the largest contri- 
bution of all-forms of taxation to the 
National Treasury, but they will help 
to prevent an undue demand for non- 
essential cemmodities. Thereby the 
second of the special secondary ob- 
jectives of the Minister is accomp- 
lished. These taxes will absorb part 
of the enlarged earning capacity of 
the country due to war time demands; 
they will prevent competition with 
the government in the factories of 
the country and will forestall infla- 
tionary prices which arise invariabiy 
from sudden and large increrients of 
wages. earnings and dividends 

Thirdly, the special design of the 
budget is to prevent anyone from pro- 
fiting unduJy by the unfortunate in- 
cidence of war. This 18 to be ac- 
complished by means of the F.«cess 
Profits Tax. The former prcposals 
for taxing war profit have been dis- 
carded. Under the proposed new 
measure there is embraced the gen- 
eral principle of a tax of 75 pef cent. 
on excess of profits in any taxable 
year over those earned in a tase or 
standard period. In no case will the 
combined excess profits tax and cor- 
porate income tax be less than 30 per 
cent. of a company’s total profits. 
This tax is estimated to yield $100,- 
000,000 in a full year. 

Other measures designed to effect 
the general objective relate to addi- 
tiona] taxes on tobaeco and smokers’

supplies, on radios, radio tubes, cani- 
eras and phonographs and on auto- 
mobile tires and tubes. 

In summarised form the approxi- 
mate yield: from taxation on the basia 
of the formerly existing tax structure 
and that from a full year’s taxation 
under the new proposals are as fol- 
lows (figures shown represent thou- 
sands of dollars); 


All of the additional revenue ac- 
cruing from taxation will not be 
available this current fiscal year, but 
it will amount to §$110,000,000 for 
such period and in the absence of any 
further changes, the whole amount 
will come into the accounts for the 
fiscal year beginning in April, 1941. 

On the expeniliture side of the na- 
tional accounts the Finance Minister 
has estimated his requirements as:

$200,000,000 will be spent. Depend- 


ent upon the amount of this extra ex- 
penditure will be the total deficit 
which will have to be covered by bor- 
rowing. But it will not likely be less 
than $388,000,000 and may be $600,- 
000,000.. 

Since the total national income for 
the year is computed to be $4,500,- 
000,000 it can be realized that our to- 
tal expenditure for war and general 
governmental purposes will approxi- 
mate one-quarter of that sum, ex- 
tlusive of the amounts required by 
the provinces and municipalities. 

Such tariff changes as were propos- 
ed by the Minister were relativel 
unimportant. , 
No Profiteering. 

To prevent any attempts at undue 
price raising consequent upon the 
new budget proposals, the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board has been 
charged with the duty of supervisior. 
Manufacturers and others who at- 
tempt to teke unfair advantage of the 
proposed taxes, particularly the 10 
per cent. import tax, may be suni- 
moned on complaint and themselves 
taxed, fined and have their prices 
fixed. . 

No Passports for Visitors. 

No passports will be required of 
United States visitors to Canada. 
This was settled definitely by the 
Prime Minister's announcement in 
reply to the r of the Opposition 
in the’ House of Commons. Steps had 
been ‘taken, said the Prime Minister, 
to strengthen border control and the 
establishment of officers at poimts 
not previously manned, but all that 
would be necessary for persons com- 
ing te Canada would be to satisfy 
border officials they ‘were United 
States citizens and were coring to 
Canada for legitimate purposes.

between employers and labour during 
the war, the Government by Order in 
Council has established a body known 
as “The National Labour Supply 
Council”. This body is to be made 
up of five representatives of Indus- 
try and five representatives of La- 
bour respectively. It will be headed 
by an impartial chairman appointed 
by the Minister of Labour. Duties 
for this Board as stated in the Order 
are “To advise on any matters touch- 
ing Labour supply for industry which 
may be referred to it by the Minister 
of Labour”. 

With the Forces. 

Authority has been granted by the 
Department of National Defence for 
the formation of eleven territorial 
regiments into which will be grouped 
all rifle; machine gun and tank uoils 
of the C A.8.F. and of the Non-Per- 
manent Active Militia. 

The object of the scheme, outlined 
by Honorable C. G. Power, Acting 
Minister of National Defence, is to 
give the opportunity to the Non-Per- 
manent Active Militia units that have 
not been mobilized, to participate 
more actively in the national war ef- 
fort and to furnish reinforcements to 
units overseas. ; 
The territorial regiments will be 
known as follows: The Western On- 
tario Regiment, The Central Ontario 
Regiment, The Eastern Ontario Regi- 
ment, The Quebec Regiment, Le Regi- 
ment de Quebec, The Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward Island Regiment. The 
Manitoba Regiment, The Saskatche- 
wan Regiment, The Alberta Regi- 
ment and The British Columbia Regi- 
ment. 

Under this new organization; all 
N.P.A.M, units will retain their iden- 
tity and will continue to be known by 
their present title.

MOISTURE SITUATION 
SHOWS IMPROVEMENT 

According to Searle Precipitation 
Report No. 11, compiled from the re- 
cords of 591 governmental and Searle 
rain gauges, an improvement of 1% 
has taken place during the past week 
in the moisture situation for the Prai- 
rie Provinces as a unit. Weighting 
for wheat acreage. and adding to- 
gether the rains which fell last Au- 
gust, September and October (which 
form the reserve moisture available 
for this crop) and the rains which fell 
between April ist and July Ist, the 
moisture condition of the three Prai- 
rie Provinces, as a unit, is now 80 
per cent. of normal, as compared with 
79 per cent. a weck ago, and 116 per 
cent. at this time a year ago. 

For Alberta alone the condition is 
now 86 per cent. of normal, which is 
exactly the same as last week, but 
which was 112 per cent at this time 
@ year ago. 

Saskatchewan shows a decided im- 
provement, being now 75 per cent. of 
normal, as compared with 72 per cent 
last week and 115 per cent. at this 
time a year ago. 

Manitoba shows a slight decline, 
now being 89 per cent. of normal, as 
compaied with 90 per-cent, last week 
and 85 per cent. at this time a year 
ago. 

In Saskatchewan the improvement 
has taken place in Crop Districts 5. 6 
and 8, but parts of central and horth- 
ern Saskatchewan, and ‘districts in 
the Regina Plains, still badly need 
moisture.
